In an attempted answer to the opinion of 
Judge Curtis condemning the emancipation 
and martini-law proclamations published on 
the eve of the late elections, Mr. Theophilous 
Parsons, professor in a Massachusetts law 
school, says: 

Then he tells iu that the innocent must 
suffer with the guilty. This is true and it is 
sad. But w hen the mingled fire and hail of 
(Jod's vengeance run along tbe ground, they 
pursue no devious j>alhs that they may leave 
the home of the innocent unharmed; lor when 
national sins bring national calamities, the in- 
nocent suffer w ith the guilty : it is at all events 
a fact. And what has 'been will be. 

This is the justification, the sole justification, 
for inciting the horrors of negro insurrection, 
nublished by a professing Christian to a ( 'hris- 
tian civilized people in this enlightened age! 
Having had the boldness to make such an ut- 
terance for party effect, he should now, when 
no party influence operates, be made respon- 
sible to public censure, for such au insult to 
and outrage upon the moral seutiment of the 
nation. 

If indeed "the mingled fire and hail of 
God's vengeance" ever do purposely "run 
along the ground," visiting alike with de- 
struction the just and the unjust, the guilty 
and the innocent; if indeed we are bound by 
the teachings of our religion to regard such 
visitations as the special interposition of Prov- 
idence, we are equally taught to acquiesce in 
the justice of such examples, by a child like 
submission to a perfect wisdom and benefi- 
cence, whose ways we cannot comprehend. 
But when man assumes such authority over 
his fellow beings, we have a right to challenge 
his right to inflict injustice, and he can find no 
shelter under the supposed example of a super- 
intending Providence, whose justice or power 
we have no right to question. Till man is 
endowed with the divine attributes of supreme 
power, wisdom, and lieneficence, he must con- 
tent himself witli ol>eying the divine precept — 
never do evil that good mag coine. of it. It is 
exactly because of his incompetency to play 
the part ol Divine Providence on earth, that 
he is debarred the right to punish the guilty 
by such means as will equally and unavoida- 
bly punish tbe innocent. 

What insufferable arrog.vnce for a mere 
mortal to assume the prerogative of Provi- 
dence, or attempt to justify his acts by a sup- 
posed analogy to the presumed intentional 
acts of Providence. Such arrogance is im- 
pious wickedness. It is becanse ot his short- 
sightedness, his inability to foreknow the cer- 
tain results of any course of policy of his 
contriving, that he is held to the precept — nev- 
er do evil that good may come of it. Such 
power was never delegated or permitted by 
tbe Supreme Being, or by any enlightened 
people, or by any national code of morality. 

It is because of tbe inability to stay the 
hand of the savage negro, to confine his de- 
structive appetites to proper persons and ob- 
jects, that the inciting of negro insurrection 
is one of the instrumentalities forbidden in 
civilized warfare. It is denounced by our 
Declaration of Independence and the most 
eminent authorities on the law of nations. 
It was so expressly denounced by our own 
Government under the administration of Pres- 
idents Madison and Monroe. Tbe man must 
be destitute of every element of human sym- 
pathy who doe3 not find within his own bo- 
som a monitor to tell him that it is equally 
denounced by every precept of justice and 
humanity. 

Our country has obtained an enviable and 
influential position among the nations of the 
earth by being a constant advocate for a miti- 
gation of the avoidable evils of war. It has 
signalized tbe disinterestednessof its advocacy 
by a proffer to surrender on the altar of hu- 
manity so large a port ion of its naval strength 
as the right to use privateess. Is this policy 
all to ka reversed and the nation made the 
scorn if aot the odium of the world, by the 
use of negro massacres in aid of a warfare 
waged withourown countrymen? This, too, 
when there is no fair pretext of urgent neces- 
tty to excuse a resort to such inhuman means; 
the preponderance of our uiilitarr strength, 
all things considered, being in the propor- 
tion of eight or ten to one. If with such 
preponderant strength we cennot put down 
the rebellion by legitimate, civilized war- 
fare, we cannot put it down at all. General 
Taylor, during his invasion of Mexico, pro- 
tected the foreign enemies with whom he was 
warring against the sivnge raids of the Ca- 
raanches. Though we do not know that the 
aroused black savage ever showed any touch 
of pity or human sympathy whilst inflicting 
his vengeance, yet we do know that pity for 
infancy, boyhood, and girlhood has often 
stayed the uplifted tomahawk in the hands of 
the red savage of our forests. This, too, to- 
ward the children of his foreign enemies. 
Shall we show less sympathy for the women 
and children of our own countrymen? 

Mr. Parsons snys that rebels have no rights 
that can interfere with a successful prosecution 
of the war. If this were true, still the iufirm, 
the women and children, and the Unionists 
of the South who have done nothing to aid 
the rebellion but under compulsion, hare 
large rights well deserving Government pro- 
tection, instead of an indiscriminate destruc- 
tion. Then, loo, there nre the poor negroes 
themselves, whose destruction by hundreds of 
thousand? is the very probable if not certain 
consequence of this mode of conducting the 
war, if it were practicable so to conduct it. 
Have they, too, no rights, no claim on the jus- 
tice of the Government for protection against 
such inhuman policy? Have our toi-dttant 
negro philanthropists, our aliolitionists, no 
plea for mercy in their behalf? Docs it 
comport with the honor and fair fame of a 
great nation to use delusive incitement to- 
wanl such ignorant creatures to procure 
from them an aid which must result to 
tbem in a tremendous destruction from 
which we cannot save them? But il 
neither the rebels, nor the Southern women 
and children, nor the negroes have rights, still 
it cannot be dented that the nation itself has 
rights, among the most important of which is 
the protection of its unsullied bonor and its 
fair claim to rank among the civilized Chris- 
tian nations of the earth. That is a possession 
we cannot afford to cast away or suffer to be 
destroyed. In the long run, it is worth more 
to us than the glory of many victories on well 
stricken fields. Without it, we must sink in 
the estimation of all Christendom to the level 
of the Mexican and South American Repub- 
lics. We cannot afford it a3 the price of even 
a valuable worthy object; much less can we 
afford it merely for the unworthy purpose of 
indulging a fanatical party in the gratification 
of their iuordinate hate against the Southern 
people. 

If, as Mr. Parsons says, to some extent 
the innocent unavoidably suffer with the 
guilty in afl civil wars, thi3 with the right 
minded should serve only as an additional 
reason for trying to diminish, instead of pur- 
posely increasing the amount of such suffering. 

Our article lieing already too long, we can- 
not, as we had intended, now specially invoke 
the public censure upon Mr. Parsons, for the 
detestable sentiment he permitted himself 
to utter, in aid of his party in the late elec tion. 
We leave him to the tender mercy of each 
render's own appropriate censure. If Mr. Par- 
sons will not heed the precept of our divinely

ftaSTTbe intelligence from the army of the 
Potomac is so meagre and vague that we can 
make very little or it. It does not authorize 
the expression of an opinion as to what we 
are to anticipate next. If our army intends 
forcing a passage across the river at Frede- 
ricksburg in the face of the enemy, certainly 
a very grave and important mistake was 
made in not crossing when our forces first ar- 
rived there and liefore the opposing force had 
been strengthened by the large accessions 
since made to it. The giving of two or three 
days for the removal of women and children 
was at best an awkward blunder on the part 
of our authorities, however humanely intend- 
ed, and tbe conduct of the rebels in asking, 
ujion the women-and-children plea or pretext, 
for an extension of time, and then using the 
whole time given in collecting the means of 
beating our army back, was base treachery. 
The amount of the matter is, that the enemy 
was perfidious, and that our Generals weakly 
allowed themselves to be overreached by 
his perfidy. Probably a rebel farce of twen- 
ty or thirty thousand has beeu poured 
into Fredericksburg since the surrender was 
demanded, and the strengthening of fortifica- 
tions is no doubt equal in effectiveness to fif- 
teen or twenty thousand more. If the place 
is to be attacked, we are likely to have to pay 
dearly, in the red coin of our land, for a good- 
natured but weak and ill-judged indulgence. 

If General Lre with his large army makes 
a stand and is attacked at Fredericksburg, the 
and artificial advantages he pos- 
there will make the battle a terrible 
one even if they do not render the result doubt- 
ful, whereas our own army might have taken 
possession of the place several days ago just as 
well as not. There seems now to be much 
doubt in regard to the Federal plan of taking 
Richmond. We cannot help feeling serious 
apprehensions as to tbe issue of an attack upon 
the capital defended by the whole Confederate 
force that can be gathered there. Richmond 
originally presented as great facilities for the 
erection of fortifications as Washington, and 
it has been fortified quite as elaborately as the 
latter city, if not more so. The fortifications 
around it have been the work of a hundred 
thousand men toiling for a year and a half. 
Now it is the general boast of our friends 
most conversant with tbe science of defence, 
that twenty thousand men can successfully 
defend Washington against the biggest anuv 
the rebels can bring against it. Well, if 
twenty thousand men can defend tbe Federal 
capital against a hundred thousand or a hun- 
dred and fifty thousand reliels, let us not be 
too sure that a veteran reliel army of a hun- 
dred thousand cannot defend the Confederate 
capital against the noble army ol General 
Burnside. We should at least be careful how 
we clamor for an immediate and impetuous 
advance and assault 



The Government Finances. — A little less 
than two weeks ago the Secretary of the 
Treasury gave information to the banks and 
bankers of New York, Philadelphia, and Bos- 
ton that the Government would receive offers 
for a temporary loin of twelve millions. The 
Philadelphia North American says that the 
thing was done very quietly, and that tbe tact 
of nothing being said about it in public made 
it a wonderful affair to the speculators of the 
three cities, or at least to that portion of them 
who have been blowing bubbles for some 
months past. In fact, the movement took 
them completely by surprise, and well nigh 
knocked the breath out of their plans. 

Mr. Chase had not nearly exhausted the 
power given him by Congress to issue legal 
tender and stamp notes, and could, had he 
chosen to do 30, have supplied the necessities 
of the Treasury by going on with their issue. 
Hod he done so an immense hullabaloo would, 
of course, have been raised in New York, and 
r11 Wall street would have been full of kite- 
flyers. They would at once have sent gold 
up to 50 premium, and exchange to 6j. Mr. 
Chase, therefore, wisely determined to show 
the utter fallacy of the whole gold specula- 
tion, by issuing no more paper at this time, 
and by calling at once for a temporary loan. 

He had raised great loans l^fore without 
any trouble, and it might have been thought 
that so small an affair as a temporary loan of 
twelve millions would have been a mere bag- 
atelle. The banks of Philadelphia and Bos- 
ton, with a hundred millions out on private 
loans, were asked for two millions, and the 
banks of New York, with a hundred and 
seventy millions out on private loans, were 
asked for only ten millions. Gold, which 
had gone up to 3J premium, fell to JO. Stock 
speculation seemed to have been suddenly 
smitten with the Asiatic cholera. 

Stranger than all, there was found to be a 
bona fide scarcity of the Government paper 
currency. This very thing, whose volume 
was magnified by speculators into some mon- 
strous and unnatural development, upon which 
had been thrown all the blame of the expan- 
sion and its consequent evils, turned out to be 
insufficient to supply the wants of the coun- 
try; and the proof of it was that the banks 
experienced a serious difficulty in collecting 
enough to pay the loan. Never was a finan- 
cial stroke more ably conceived or dexterously 
executed. Mr. Chase has been berated con- 
tiually for month after month as the author of 
the expansion, and as having deluged the 
country with Government paper. In order to 
force the expansion still higher, the specula 
tors fabricate the most astonishing stories of 
contemplated new issues of the mime 6ort. 
Suddenly he abandons the issue of notes, al 
though he has not yet exhausted the power 
granted him to issue. He gives into the sage 
advice urged upon him to depend upon loan3 
for means beyond the regular revenues, and 
unostentatiously calls for a temporary loan of 
twelve millions, followed by a 7.30 loan of 
thirteen and a half millions. 

Presto the scene changes. The immense 
volume of Government paper disappears, 
stocks totter, and there is an absolute difficul- 
ty of raising sufficient legal tender not 
meet this loan. Where now are all these 
millions of surplus notes of which the specu 
lators have been talking for the last three 
months ' Where is the alleged Government 
inflation of the currency for which Mr. Chase 
has been so soundly abused, and which has 
been made the basis of the gold speculation 
the rise in the values of stocks, exchange, 
merchandise, Ac? Mr. Chase has dissipated 
this delusion by a single stroke of policy, 

Ficht it Oct. — The Boston Po3t, for nearly 
forty years pa*t the leading Democratic jour 
nal in New Kngland, a jiaper which probably 
did more than any other Democratic organ in 
that region to secure the late conservative tri 
umph, makes this very emphatic statement:

■•^General Halleck's orders, commanding 
truant officers to |«ost back to their regiments 
immediately, not having produced the der-ired 
effect, it is now said that delinquents will be 
summarily dismissed from the service. It is 
intimated, in the same connection, that pri- 
vates who have committed the same offence of 
desertion will be punished with labor at the 
ball and chain, and other severe penalties. 
We see no good reason for sue h a distinction. 
If we made any distinction at all, we would 
have the officers punished for desertion more 
severely, and not less severely, than the pri- 
vates. They have pocketed more of the pub- 
lic money th»n the privates, they are, at 
least in theory, more intelligent, and their ex- 
ample has more influence. 

If a private who deserts is punished with a 
ball and chain to one of his legs, we say let 
an officer have balls and chains to both legs. 
The fhet is, as stated by an Eastern contempo- 
rary, that there is literally an army of delin- 
quent officers and soldiers — a great many more 
officers than soldiers in proportion — who have 
made every thoroughfare in the loyal States 
an eye-sore to those who properly appreciate 
the great struggle in which we are engaged, 
and the obligations of those who have taken the 
bounty and pay of the nation without fight- 
ing its battles. It has come to that pass, that 
the military profession itself, otherwise so pre- 
eminently honorable, is disgraced and com- 
promised by this legion of cowardly strag- 
glers; shoulder-straps or the National uniform, 
unless worn by a man of known character for 
service and bravery, having come to be looked 
upon with the gravest suspicion, instead of 
being passports to public regard. 

It is due the profession itself that it should 
>e unflinchingly purged of all these disreputa- 
le members, unless it is to -ink into utter 
ontempt; for the people who support the im- 
mense expense entailed are not expected to 
regard with patience the swarm of idlers who 
are busy eating out their substance, whilst dia- 
■acing the country by 
nee from tbe seat of war. 
That the Government has trusty agenta 
enough everywhere in the loyal States to 
gather up every straggler, seems plain enough 
ut until it seizes upon every man wearing 
houlder-straps, especially, who day by day 
unit the tame localitiet; until it makes such 
ive an account of themselves, the evil will 
go on without check, to the disgrace of the na- 
on, as well as to its serious loss. 
The cases of men who have deserted to re- 
nlist again and again in other regiments is 
thcr most flagrant wrong tolerate. 1. Men 
have been known to enlist, receiving a heavy 
bounty, repeatedly ; to desert at last and cheat 
the Government altogether of their services. 
Such miscreants should be hunted out of their 
hiding-places and made to pay the penalty 
military regulations affix to desertions in time 
of war. Until the Government shows some 
sternness in regard to cases so shameless, it 
will never have its military affairs efficiently 
conducted, leaving, in the prolongation of the 
war, a matter to be deplored as the greatest 
ruelty to all concerned. Clemency on the 
part of the Executive is good enough in its 
place; but it is — we repeat — cruelty when it 
leads to tbe most disastrous and ruinous con- 
sequences to the nation at large. 



Injcbif3 to Citizens. — While Gen. Buel|^s 
large army was making its great and rapid 
march from Tennessee to this city, it did not 
ave from the Government the means of sub- 
istencc. Thousands and thousands of the 
troops composing it suffered from hunger and 
would probably have perished if they had not 
taken what food they found upon their way. 
They certainly supplied themselves without 
hesitation wherever they could. We suppose 
there is scarcely a citizen, loyal or disloyal, 
living upon the line of march between the 
southern boundary of Kentucky and Louis- 
ille, who di 1 not lose whatever he had that 
the troops could eat or in any manner use. 
And probably tlu amount used, though very 
great, was scarcely if at all greater than the 
amount wantonly or recklessly wasted. 

Hundreds of citizens along the route indi- 
ated were, a3 we are assured, stripped clean. 
Their horses, their cattle, their sheep, their 
hogs, their poultry, their bacon, their corn, 
their wheat, their potatoes — all were remorse- 
lessly taken. They were left destitute. They 
now dc|>end, many of them, upon credit and 
harity 't'or a living. Having no money and 
no produce to sell, they cannot pay either their 
Federal or their State taxes. Their case ap 
peals strongly to the Government's sense of 
justice as well as to its kind feelings. They 
are entitled to compensation not only for what 
they were required to sell in due form to the 
oflicers of the army but for the informal seiz- 
ures and depredatious of unrestrained military 
stragglers. And a large portion of them must 
have this compensation before they can hope 
to be able to meet the demands of the ta*- 
collectors. 

We are well aware that the citizens upon 
the route we have been speaking of are not the 
only ones in Kentucky that have suffered from 
the passing or the sojourning of the Federal 
armies. We would have justice rendered to 
others as well as to them. The Government 
is not so rich now that it can afford to be ua 
just. In our opinion a board of commission- 
ers should be appointed, resident along th< 
line of march of Buell's army from Nashville 
and other boards wherever needed, to receive 
testimony and decide as to the amount of 
compensation due to individuals under such 
rules and regulations as the Government may 
see fit to ordain. We trust that the 
tion will not be in vain.

The War on the Chcbch.— The war has 
affected the progress of all Christian denom- 
inations. Its results in regard to tbe Metho- 
dist Episcopal Uhurch are somewhat minutely 
described by the New York correspondent of 
the Christian Advocate, of Cincinnati.

By these orders the stores and saloon 
closed, except to the citizens of the town ; more 
than two hundred persons were prevented from 
entering town. AH droves of cattle and hogs 
were kept beyond the lines— the business of 
tbe country with the town prohibited, except 
only Court business. About noon I was in 
formed that the Sheriff was there offering at 
auction sab' some negroes and other property 
I at once ordered the sales to be stopi>ed. The 
Sheriff came to me. and said he bad variou 
writs of execution to sell lands and negroes 
and might become liable for not obeying them 
and wanted a written order, stopping the sale, 
as a security to himself. I referred him 
General Baird. He then asked if he could 
not sell certain parcels of lands. 1 told him he 
could not. the order w:k to stop all sales. II 
went to Gen. Baird and got a copy of the ordei 
Some time after an Administrator came into 
my office and wished for a pas3 for himself 
and three negroes, I think, stating that be had 
brought them to town to sell at Sheriff's 
sale, and desired taking them home. I 
gave him the passes. I did not see 
the negroes — at least not to know them as the 
ones to be sold. General Baird knew nothing 
about the Sheriff's sale when he issued the 
order, nor did I, until the attempt to mak 
the sale and its prohibition. The town wa 
within the camp limits; no judicial sale couM 
be valid. More than two hundred people were 
prevented from attending the sale, who may 
some of them, have intended to purchase lands 
and perhaps a negro. 

. Your article goes upon the assumption tha 
only a n<<jro sale was stopped — that all other bu 
siness went on as usual— that no persons were 
hindered from entering town— that a tpteial 
mandate was issued by the Provost Marshal 
forbidding this sale— that be of his own will

ing made no popular outbreak," as you were 
glad to learn.

Should 
this be done, the people of Minnesota will 
never submit to the outrageous decree. The 
State authorities can take the matter in baud 
and punish the miscreants for murder. If 
white man commits murder within our Stat 
he is promptly sentenced and hung. Shall 
these hellish Indians, who have been guilty of 
a thousand murders in our State, and oth 
crimes too horrible to relate, go unpunished 

If the general government proves indiffer- 
ent to the crimes of these miserable dog -, the 
l»eople will not wait the action of the State 
authorities. There will be acres of Indian 
bones strewn all along our Western borders. 
And these bones will not be the bones alone 
of already convicted buck Indians— they wi 
repre-ent every age and sex. The hated 
breed will be stopped. Will the government 
deal justly by us, or mnst tbe people take nnre 
strained vengeance in their own hands f These 
are pertinent questions just now.

— We 
t ike the following article from the New York 
Evening Post, Init without any feeling of 
sympathy in itahinta ag ainstMi Clellasj, Udell, 
and others who may be included in its cate- 
gory as "incapable^ and lukewarm. " The' 
cheering torn- of the article pleases us bec aus e 
the "prospects " are not founded on specula- 
tions but upon the genuine enthusiasm and 
vigjr which seem to mark the movements of 
the War and Navy Departments The Post 
says : 

The mai «|H ning day of the winter cam- 
paign draws near, and lookers-on at home 
on.nlcr, with daily ■patprfesj interest, the 
prosper ts of success during the next one hun- 
1red and twenty days. It may be useful to 
ompare this winter's preparations with those 
hich accomplished last winter's work. A 
. .-ar ago we had uot yet won a great battle on 
land; the navy had lought at llattcras and at 
Port Boyal, but the great, operations of the 
war on land were as yet scarcely begun. Our 
lienerals were iintr'n-d aad inexperienced; 
tin v were chosen lor supposed and not for 
iro'ved merits; and, from the General-in- 
?hief down, there was not a man in active 
oiumand, except General Sigel, who had ever 
led as many as thirty thousand men against 
aemv, or planned and cirried out a cam- 
paign. So, too, our soldiers were untried; 
they had met the enemy and beaten him in 
some minor engagements in Western Virginia; 
the Western men had fought well at Wilson s 
Creek, but the defeat and panic at Bull Uun 
ast a gloom of doubt over all our armies. 
These were the circumstances under which 
the campaign opened. We had not only to 
beat the enemy, but our generals and soldiers 
had to learn the business of war. The winter 
camp lien was mo-t brilliant. Roanoke, New. 
ban, Tea llidge, Fort Donelson, Shiloh, New 
Orleans, the brilliant successes of Mitchel, the 
bloodv fields of Williamsburglfand Fair Oaks, 
New Madrid and Island Ten. Cross Kevs, and 
other actions, not only showed the bravory of 
soldiers, but made veterans of them. As 
for their commanders, the long and brilliant 
_ aign enabled the government for the first 
time to know who were the most capable, the 
most energetic, the most trustworthy among 
them, to lead our armies in the next cam- 
paim. 

We began, last winter, with new troops and 
with inexperienced Generals. We begin this 
winter with veteran soldiers, and commanders 
who have won their places by the only true 
trial, the trial by battle. Among so many 
enerals. all unpractised and strange to the 
held, it w.is to be expected that some would 
prove to be lacking in the qualities which 
command success in the field; it was the duty 
of the Government wisely to weed these out, 
and put at the head, as fast as they proved 
themselves, the most zealous, the most capable, 
the most enterprising, the most successful. 
This duty the Government has so far fulfilled, 
that we see the new cam|»aign opening, with 
as leadersof our armies who have devel- 
oped those qualities which promise to achieve 
success. Burnside, Hooker, Sigel, Banks, 
Bosei ran?. Grant, Sherman. McClernand, Fos- 
ter. Hunter, these are the men to whom, this 
winter, we look to lead our armies to victory. 
They have all in the post year of war gained 
the admiration of the people for energy and 
success. They have all shown daring and en- 
terprise as well as technical skill; they have 
all gained, in actual war, the reputation of 
zealous and courageous leaders; each has won 
his present position by successful operations 
against the enemy; each enters upon the new 
campaign with the ex|»erience ot a year of 
battles, and with the help of armies 
who have learned in a dozen fields that the 
bayonet is the best wea|>on to use against the 
enemy. More than this, the delays, the cau- 
tion which have, during the pa.-t summer, lo3t 
us so many advantages, robbed us of so many 
of the fruits of last winter's victories, will act 
as a lesson to those now iu command; will 
teach them that in war caution is a bad mas- 
ter; and that vigorously to follow up a suc- 
cess is the only way to turn it into victory. 

But if the prospect on land look < well, on 
the water it is equally promising. Last winter 
we were forced t o ri sk ou r woode n sh i ps aga i n st 
the enemy's forts, and ourgallant tarscovered 
themselves with glory iu the attacks on Hilton 
Head and New Orleans. But they and we 
ran a frightful risk ; in less daring and skil- 
ful hands, the best i»rt of our (leet might have 
been lost; and while the splendid successes of 
Dupont and Karragut show that H is always 
safe to hazard much, if you have brave men, 
and that, to use the words of Secretary Welles 
to Admiral Karragut, "it is the first duty of a 
mander in war to take great risks for tbe 
mplishmcnt of great ends, we may re- 
joice that the present campaign is to be car- 
ried on. on water, with means far greater and 
i'ar better fitted for the ends sought to lie ac- 
complished. A fleet of shol-proof Monitors, 
with the heaviest of ordnance, will be this 
winter at the command of those gallant and 
enterprising men who last winter accom- 
plished so much with such small means; and 
there is reason to hope that the navy, with 
the experience of a year of war, will gain new 
glory to itself and new victories for the coun- 
try. 

We enter upon the winter campaign, then, 
with veteran troops, used to see not only the 
enemies' faces but their backs; with means 
and appliances of war perfected through a 
year s experience, and with men at : he head 
of our armies and fleets whose uame3 stand 
foremost in the history of the last year, for 
skill, daring, zeal, and success. Slowly, one 
after the other, the incapables and the luke- 
warm have dropped out, and iu their placns 
are new mcu, courageous and successful. We 
take ho|»e from this general survey of the 
field ; and are confident that if the campaign 
is rightly planned, if our armies are so dis- 
posed as to concentrate instead of scattering 
them, if tbey are so ordered as to pierce in- 
stead of attempting to surround the States 
held by the iusurgents, our forces now in the 
tiuld will prove irresistible, and will achieve 
such victories as must quickly crush and an- 
nihilate the rebel organization. 
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tiou of emancipation; the more strongly we are 
inclined to think the President will abandon it, 

the opinion of the radicals to the contrary not- 
withstanding. Nay, we are persuaded that 
he will abandon it. The truth is, the reason, 
against the President's adhering to this ex- 
traordinary measure are so numerous and so 
unspeakably weighty, and the reasons alleged 
for bis adhering to it are M plainly irrational, 
that we confess we do not see how the Presi- 
dent, its a rational being and a3 the official 
head of a great nation whose very existence 
theniei ure affects, can hesitate to abandon 
it. So deep and auxiou3 is our conviction on 
tbi3 head that we cannot forbear to add a fur- 
ther word of remonstrance while the question 
is still in suspense. Be it observed, however, 
that, in what we arc about to say of the proc- 
lamation, as in what we have said of it here- 
tofore, we deal with it rather in iU logical re- 
lations than in its actual oue3, for we look 
upon it as so absurd and monstrous in itself 
that the President in any event will not seri- 
ously attempt to carry it into effect, or, if he 
should, would at once signally miscarry. But 
this view certainly does not diminish the in- 
trinsic odiousnes3 of the proclamation. Nor 
does it deprive tbe measure at best of very 
formidable power for evil. 

In the first place, the policy announced in 
the proclamation not merely violates tbe con- 
stitution, but assumes a principle which ubol- 
ishes the constitution altogether, and substi- 
tutes therefor the uncontrolled will of the 
President. President Lincoln, as we feel as- 
sured, could not have been conscious of this 
fact when he consented to ii-ue the proclama- 
tion, but the fact i3 nevertheless true. We 
several dayl ago demonstrated tliat the procla- 
mation is not legitimately an act of military 
necessity. We need not now repeat this demon- 
stration. No man Ixith sane and intelligent 
will gainsay the conclusion. If, however, the 
proclamation is not legitimately an act of mili- 
tary necessity, it must depend for justification 
ou the broad principle that the President has 
a right to do whatever in his discretion may 
best preserve the nation, regardless of the con 
stitution and of the laws. And this is in fae 
the principle on which the radicals seek to 
justify the proclamation. Yet what is this 
principle but the principle of a dictatorship? 
Nothing less. It is the principle of a dictator^ 
ship of the most absolute description. It 
clothes the President with an authority more 
absolute than that of Cincinnatu3. It clothes 
him with an authority as absolute as that of 
Ciesar or of Sylla. In plain terms, it makes 
his uncontrolled will the supreme law of the 
land. There is no possible escape from this 
conclusion 

In the second place, the policy of the proc- 
lamation, alike in its immediate end and iu its 
mediate consequence, violttes the laws of 
civilized warfare. The immediate end of the 
policy is the emancipation of the slaves of the 
enemy; the mediate consequence is the in 
cjtement of servile insurrection. Both are 
condemned by the laws of civilized warfare 
And to the fact and justness of such condem- 
nation our own couutry is especially commit- 
ted. "The principle is," said John Quincy 
Adam-, iu his instructions as Secretary of 
State under President Monroe to our Minister 
at London, touching the slaves captured and 
carried away by the British in the war of

Nashville, Nov. 27, 8 P. M. 

There has been some heavy ikirmisbing 
eight or ten miles from the citv, on the Mur- 
freesboro road, this afternoon, between a j>or- 
tion of our forces under Brig. Gen. Sill, and a 
body of rebel troop 5 ", led by some audacious 
guerilla chief whose name is not as yet known. 

No definite result. I understand, had been 
attained by either side up to dark. A few of 
our men who were wounded during the fight, 
were brought in just before night, reporting 
"still lighting " at four o'clock. 

The sound of artillery was occasionally heard 
in the city in the direction of the fight, indi- 
cating that Gen. Sill had turned bis noisy 
dogs loose upon the impudent rascals; and it is 
to be hoped that somebody has been soundly 
whipped ere this, and that it is not us. 

It is thought the rebels are in strong force at 
more than one point near our lines, and pre- 
parations are being made to receive them with 
extended ttruui, leaving them to be embraced, 
however, by, a certain "grim monster' whose 
name is Death. From present indications it is 
highly probable that our lines south and west 
of the city will be simultaneously attacked for 
the purpose of withdrawing attention from 
another contemplated raid into Kentucky by 
Morgan and his bridge-burners, who have a 
keen desire to visit again the scene of their 
late desolating march, and, if possible, make 
the Louisville and Nashville Railroad feel the 
blighting curse of their savage vengeance. .

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1812, "that the emancipation of an enemy s 
slaves is not among the acts of legitimate war 
— as relates to tbe owners, it is a destruc- 
tion of private property nowhere war 
ranted by the usages of war.'' "In the state 
nient of the British ground of argument upon 
the daim of submission," said the same states 
man touching the same question in a subse 
quent letter of instructions to our Minister at 
St, Petersburg, "they have broadly asserted 
the right of emancipating slaves — private 
property — a3 a legitimate right of war. This 
is utterly incomprehensible on the part of a 
nation whose subjects hold slaves by millions, 
and who, in this very treaty, recognize them 
as private property. No such right is ac- 
knowledged as a law of war by writers who 
admit any limitation. The right of putting 
to death all prisoners in cold blood, i 
cause, might as well 
to be a law of war, or 
the right to use poisoned weapons, or 
,o assassinate.'' Such is the language of 
Mr. Adams, used deliberately after a complete 
survey of all the authorities extant on the point, 
and under the sense of his solemn accounta- 
bility as the official organ of the nation. It 
leaves absolute!., nothing to bu said on the 
question by an American citizeu either in con- 
firmation or in confutation. It closes the sub- 
ject lor us at least. The accident that Mr. 
Adams himself, in his old days, and when 
pressed in the heat of an angry and 
vindictive debate with the fire-eaters 
of the South, tossed aside the law 
of nations in this particular and every other 
law that stood between him and his fierce ad- 
versaries, is unfortunate for the personal re- 
nown of that leis ne 1 though mojt irascible 
statesman, but it does not affect at all tbe 
authority of the calm and responsible declara- 
tions put forth by him in tbe meridian of hi 
vigor and of his fame. Much less does this 
accident overrule or countervail the authority 
of such declarations. As well might the reck- 
less assertion of a heated advocate who had 
served on the bench be pleaded as authority 
against his formal decision as a judge. Enough 
on .this point. With respect to servile insurrec- 
tion our country is committed not less expli- 
citly and even more impressively. The 
very first breath of national independence 
we drew was spent among other modes in sol- 
emnly denouncing as illegitimate the rule of 
warfare embraced in the encouragement of 
servile insurrection. "He has excited domes- 
tic insurrections among us," proclaimed the 
Declaration of Independence, in the course of 
the long catalogue of crimes for which our 
fathers arraigned the King of Great Bri- 
tain at the bar of nations, "and has endeav- 
ored to bring on the inhabitants of our 
frontiers the merciless Indian savage3, whose 
known rule of warfare is an undistin- 
guished destruction of all ages, sexes, and 
conditions.'' Wo need not say the known 
rule of warfare of black savage3 i3 at ail 
events not more humane or more discrimin- 
ative than that of red ones, h is in truth 
as indiscriminate and more brutal. The ex- 
citing of either set of savages to warfare is con- 
trary to the laws of legitimate war. Napoleon 
refused indeed to proclaim the emancipation 
even of the serfs of Bus3ia,— Napoleon, who, 
with an intellect divorced from soul almost as 
utterly as the intellect of Mephistopheles him- 
self, scrupled not to lay anything upon the 
altar of military necessity or of military poli- 
cy the sacrifice of which the moral sense 
of Christeudom would tolerate. "By pro- 
claiming the emancipation of the slaves,' 
said Napoleon to the Senate of France, " I 
could have armed the greater |>ortion of the 
Bussian population against herself. Iu several 
villages this enfrauchisement was demanded 
of me. The brutality of this class of the Bus- 
sian people is such that this measure would 
have devoted many families to the most horrid 
barbarities. This consideration was sufficient 
to iuduce me to refuse to employ the means 
offered against my enemies." The sincerity 
of this declaration, as wc are bound to own, 
is supported by Sir Bobert Wilson, an English 
writer that was on the spot throughout the 
greater part of the Bussian campaign. "Iu the 
rejection of the offers of insurrection, which 
were made from every quarter," says this ob- 
server, " Napoleon was actuated by a horror 
of civil war, and a humane consideration of 
the torrents of blood which must have deluged 
the land." Still we may conclude not 
unfairly that the fear of shocking the moral 
sense of Christendom wa3 a consideration 
quite M potent with Napoleon as the nobler 
one of humanity was. Be this as it may, 
however, where Napoleon paused, from 
either consideration or from both. Pres- 
ident Lincoln, who is confessedly a Immune 
man and who lives in nn era when the 
moral sense ot Christendom is keener an I 
healthier nnd more imperious than it ever was 
before, may well hesitate to go forward, par- 
ticularly as the abyss of barbarity and of bru- 
ge of which he stands is so

It is hardly necessary to add to this incontesta- 
ble statement the further fact that the new 
President, as well as the citizens through 
whose suffrages he has come into the admin- 
istration, has always repudiated all designs 
whatever and wherever imputed to him and 
them of disturbing the system of slavery as it 
is existing under tbe constitution and laws. 
The case, however, would not be folly pre- 
sented if I were to omit to say that any such 
effort on his part would be unconstitutional, 
and all bis actions in that direction would be 
prevented by the judicial authority, even 
though they were assented to by Congress 
and the people.'' This point requires no fur- 
ther elucidation. Language cannot make the 
point clearer or stronger. The President must 
feel keenly it3 whole force. 

1 n the fourth place, the policy ot the procla- 
mation, which is professedly designed to ham- 
string the rebellion, would inevitably ham- 
string the Government. The policy of tbe 
proclamation could be enforced only so far 
and so fast as our armies should prove victo- 
rious. Tin- all admit. In other word-, the 
policy could be enforced only in the rear of 
our armies; but by just the measure of force 
that should be required to enforce the policy 
in the rear of our armies would our armies be 
weakened for operations against the enemy in 
front. We could not use our soldiers at the 
same time to enforce the emancipation of the 
3lave3 and lo fight the rebel armies. The force 
wc employed in the former business would lie 
exactly so much subtracted from the force we 
might otherwise employ in the latter. In a 
military point of view, the policy would in- 
jure ourselve3 alone. It would be su- 
icidal." The rebellion of course would be 
already deprived of the support of the slaves 
within our lines, by the simple force of our 
arms, and the only effect of the policy of the 
proclamation would be to deprive the Govern- 
ment of the support of the soldiers that might 
be necessary to enforce the policy. The poli- 
cy would take nothing from the rebellion that 
our arms had not previously taken and would 
take from the (Jovernment a larger or smaller 
part of our effective force in the field. Thus 
plainly enough the Government and not the 
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most assuredly the Government would be 
crippled in a greater or less degree. 

The policy of the proclamation, in the fifth 
place, changes necessarily the character and 
purpose of the war. President Lincoln, we 
know, does not realize this, bat it is true. It 
is demonstrable. The purpose of the war now 
is to put down the rebellion and re-establish the 
government in its constitutional integrity. 
The character of the war is now that of a war 
of restoration. President Lincoln unquestion- 
ably desires the purpose and character of the 
war to remain unchanged. He declares as 
much even in the act of proclaiming the policy 
of emancipation; but if, pursuant to that poli- 
cy, the slaves of the States and parts of States 
in rebellion should be decreed free, and the 
arm3 of the Government should be pledged to 
the enforcement of such decree, how impotent 
would be his desire. In that event, if tbe 
policy were not discarded, the conflict, instead 
of ceasing when the authority of the govern 
mcnt should be vindicated, would continue 
for the purpose of maintaing the freedom of 
the slaves; the re-establishment of the govern 
ment in its constitutional integrity, instead of 
standing forth as the inspiring goal of the Ad 
ministration, would be spurned and repudiated 
in the face of mankind; and the war, instead 
of a war of restoration, would become a war 
of extermination. Oar cause would be con 
verted from tbe cause of civilization into the 
cause of barbarism. Such is the stern and on- 
deniable truth. It is manifest on the simplest 
reflection. 

In the sixth place, the policy of the procla- 
mation, thus transgressing at a single bound 
the constitution, the laws of civilized warfare, 
the sacred pledges of President Lincoln to the 
people of this country and to foreign Govern- 
ments, the dictates of simple military prudence, 
and, finally, the purpose and character of the 
war a3 fixed by the constitution and cherished 
by the President,— the policy of the proclama 
tion, we say, thus surpassingly illegitimate in 
itself, has been condemned, unmistakably and 
with most remarkable emphasis, by the loyal 
l»eople of the Union. In the recent elec- 
tions, the people, with a voice both loud 
and clear, have called upon the Pres- 
ident to abandon his proclamation, and 
to retrace his steps to the solid ground which 
he has forsaken, but from which the people 
themselves have never departed and never 
will depart. The people have authoritatively 
called back the President to the legitimate 
end of the war nni to the legitimate measures 
of warfare. The policy of the proclamation 
has been condemned direc tly at the ballot-box 
with a stress of numbers which under tbe un- 
paralleled circumstances of the case is all but 
equivalent to an unanimous vote of the peo- 
ple. A more unequivocal and imperative ex- 
pression of tbe public will aj such has never 
been witnessed in our country. 

The policy of the proclamation, in the sev- 
enth pla^e, divides the North, throwing on 
tbe side of the Administration, moreover, the 
minority of the people, — a minority which bnt 
for the sanction of the Administration would 
be despicable both in numbers and in charac- 
ter. Baising amongst the people divisions 
more bitter and unrelenting than were ever 
known before in this country, at the very 
time when above all other periods in our his- 
tory the public harmony is demanded by tbe 
public good, the policy obtains after all the 
support of only the smaller division of tbe peo- 
ple, and obtains tbe hearty and voluntary sup- 
port of but a miserable faction of even the 
smaller division. The policy tends un- 
avoidably to strip from the Adminis- 
tration the public confidence and fa- 
vor. It serves to distract, to demoralize, aad 
to dishearten the people. It contributes to 
make the nation weak at home and con- 
temptible abroad. It corrupts and enfeebles 
the national strength in its source. It defiles 
the national honor in its fountain-head. No 
better results can flow possibly from adherence, 
to such a policy; and these results, in ever 
augmenting volume, must flow of necessity. 
The President does not need to he convinced 
of the manifold and alarming evils of a divided 
North. As to these he can never have 
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nition of the Confederate States a3 a bellig- 
erent power by foreign Governments a cause 
of war. ' The United States," sad Mr. Secre- 
tary Seward at an early period of the rebel- 
lion, in a letter to our Minister at Paris, "catt- 
not for a moment allow the French Govern- 
ment to rest under the delusive belief that they 
will be content to have the Confederate States 
recognized as a belligerent pow ex by States 
with which this nation is in amity. No con- 
cert of action among foreign states so recog- 
nizing the insurgents can reconcile the United 
States to such a proceeding, whatever be the 
consequences of resistance." This was sutB- 
ciently explicit; bat it proved to be rash, and 
was abandoned. Not only this; but in a few 
months the President himself recognized the 
Confederate States as a belligerent power. 
Again, the President in the beginning of the 
war proclaimed that the rebel privateersmen 
should be treated as pirates. "And I hereby 
proclaim and declare," he said in the con- 
cluding paragraph of bis proclamation 
on the subject, "that if any person, under the 
pretended authority of said States, or under 
any other pretence, shall molest a vessel of the 
United States, or the persons or cargo on board 
of her, 3uch person will be held amenable to 
the laws of the United State3 for the j reven- 
tion and punishment of piracy." This, too, 
was sufficiently explicit; but it likewise 
proved to lie rash, and was abandoned. Not 
only thi3, but in July last the President 
entered into a formal Cartel with the 
rebel authorities, according to the terms of 
which the rebel privateersmen are recog- 
nized as prisoners of war. We might adduce 
other examples in illustration of the manliness 
and magnanimity with which the President 
habitually revokes or abandons a policy that 
he sees to be improper or impracticable ; but 
these examples are enough. Tbey show that 
President Lincoln has more patriotism than 
pride of opinion. They show that wheo- 
er necessary he does not hesitate to sacrifice 
his opinions to the good of his country. They 
how that he has the courage to do right even 
at the expense of consistency 
rare and lofty courage this is. 
mar seek indeed to persuade the President 
against bis own sound instincts that tbe cour- 
age which in adherence to a false opinion de- 
fies tbe national will and hazards the national 
existence i- higher than this; but be knows 
better. He knows that the latter description 
of courage hi but a base counterfeit of the true 
quality. He knows that it is tbe cream of 
moral littleness. And he will scout it. He will 
answer the artfol suggestion of his evil coun- 
sellors or evil geniuses as Henry Clay answered 
alike suggestion put forth ad hmmntm in lie half 
of President Tyler. "1 hope, ' said the glori- 
ous patriot of Ashland, replying in the Sen- 
ate to Mr. Bives, who now sits in the rebel 
Congress at Bichmond, "that in all that re- 
lates to personal firmness, all that concerns a 
just appreciation of tbe insignificance of hu- 
man life— whatever may be attempted to 
threaten or alarm a soul not easily swayed 
by opposition, or awed or intimidated by men- 
ace—a stout heart and a steady eye. that can 
survey, unawedand undaunted, any mere per- 
sonal perils that assail this poor, tran- 
sient, perishing frame, I may, without 
disparagement, compare with other men. Bnt 
there is a sort of courage, which, I frankly 
confess it, I do not possess, a boldness to which 
I dare not aspire, a valor which I cannot 
covet, I cannot lay myself down ia the way 
of the welfare and happiness of my country. 
That 1 cannot, I ha*ve not the courage, to do. 
I cannot interpose the power with which I 
may be invested, a power conferred not for 
my personal benefit, not for my aggran- 
dizement, but for my country's good, to 
check her onward march to greatness and 
glory. I have not courage enough, I am too 
cowardly, for that. I would not, I dare not, 
in the exercise of such a trust, lie down, aad 
place my body across the path that leads my 
country to prosperity and happiness." Nor 
would Abraham Lincoln. Nor will he. Let 
the President, in this emergency and in every 
other, but take counsel of his own uncor- 
rupted instincts, and all will be well.

is a wide-spread if not universal conviction 
among the 6laves of that region that they are 
to be free on the approaching of January. We 
have heard from Lexington gentlemen facts 
strongly corroborating this statement. We 
know that the impression said to be prevalent 
there prevails also to a certain extent here, but 
to what extent we cannot say. We presume 
that nothing more serious is to be apprehended 
here than that some servants may run away 
and others prove refractory. In tbe country 
the evil may be greater. 

The plan suggested by the Observer for 
adoption in Fayette as follows: 

Let twenty citizens be engaged as an armed 
patrol in each of the eight precincts of Payette 
county. Let ten of these patrol their precinct 
during the day and ten during the night. 
Let a captain in each precinct and a com- 
mauderot tbe w hole be appointed. Let this 
force of one hundred and sixty armed and 
mounted men be employed for two months or 
any proper time, at fair wages, and be put on 
duty at the earliest possible moment. If they 
do their duty, even tolerably well, the fatal 
delusion of the slaves of the county am be 
correjted in teu days, snd every evil effect of 
it prevented. 

A small comparative contribution by each 
slaveholder of the county for each of his 
slaves will produce ample means to carry the 
plan successfully through. Say 10,000 at fifty 
cents each will produce $5,000. Say 1(19 men 
at $25 each per month, for one month (cover- 
ing January 1, 1862). will require *4,225. 

As to the best mode of initiating and exe- 
cuting such a plan, let a county meeting im- 
mediately assemble and adopt' this or some 
other plan. Let a small executive committee, 
with full powers, lie elected by the meeting 
and sit in pursnance till the work is done.

The Skikuish Neab Lavergne, Tens. — The 
Nashville Union of the 2?th gives the follow- 
ing details as to the late skirmish near La- 
vergne, Ten n : 

Col. Kirk, of the 40th Illinois, commanding 
Fifth Brigade, of Gen. Sill's division, made a 
reconnoiEsance ou Thursday toward Lavergne 
with two companies of tbe 3d Indiana cavalry 
and that portion of his brigade not on picket 
duty. He came upon the rebel outposts of 
cavalry three quarters of a mile beyond 
Scotirgesville. The rebels fired a few rounds 
and fled until they fell in with their other out- 
posts on the right and left of the road, when 
they made a stand at a church three-fourths of 
a mile beyond. Here they discharged seven 
rounds at our advance, slightly woundin 
Lieutenant-Colonel Hurd of the 30th In 
diana, who was bravely leading his men. 
This regiment, under lead of Colonel Dodge 
quickly drove the guerillas from their posi- 
tion, who retreated until tbev reached their 
artillerv, which was planted* on the hill. 
They fired a few rounds and continued re 
treating. Our troops chased tbem some two 
miles beyond Lavergne, when tbe reliels fled 
so fast that they soon became invisible. Sev- 
eral of the rebels were killed and wounded, a 
number of tbem being seen to fall. They 
carried off by their friends. We had ten 
privates wounded ; none killed. A guerillas, 
who was captured, states that Gen. Wheeler 
was in command was wounded. The 
s had a twelve pounder, a six pounder 
smooth bore, six pounder rifled and a Parrot 
gun. There is said to be a rebel brigade five 
miles beyond Lavergne. 

Sprisgfielh, Mo., Nov. 29 
General Blunt with five thousand Federals 
attacked and routed about eight thousand 
rebels under General Mormaduke at Cave 
Hill, Arkansas, on the 20th, killing sixty and 
driving the balance some twelve miles. Gen. 
Blunt telegraphs that the enemy is badlv 
whipjied and will not probably venture north 
of Boston Mountains again this winter, and, 
as they have consumed all the subsistence in 
the valley of the Arkansas, they must soon 
retreat into Texas.

Morton attempted to drive in our pickets aud 
take the city. They then advanced on the 
Trent road from Poolesville, and succeeded in 
driving the pickets, after a brief skirmish, a 
short distance. About 400 rebels marched 
through the woods about seven tuile3 to cap- 
ture two companies of the 27tb Massachusetts 
and one company of the 24th Massachusetts, 
stationed at Bachelor's creek, on the railroad. 
The rebels got a warm reception and were de- 
feated, falling back iu disorder and retreating 
on tbe double quick. The rebels thought to 
take our forces unawares, but Col. John Kurtz, 
of the 23d Massachusetts, the Provost Marshal 
in command of the post, was posted at every 
point. Despatches from the rebel army are 
quite numerous, 15 came in on the 16th inst. 

New York, Nov. 29. 
The Herald has the follow ing special: 
CharUttown, Va., Nor. 27. — I have just 
learned additional partic ulars of the successful 
tout made by the 2d Virginia cavalry, under 
Col. J. C. Paxtnn, in the vicinity of Lewis- 
burg. The troops left Camp Piatt, ten miles 
from here, on Monday last, the 24th. From 
that time they marched 210 miles in 70 hours, 
passing over in the route four spurs of the 
Gauley Mountains. Part of the march was 
through a pelting snow storm. 

Col. Paxton came upon the enemy in the 
vicinity of Frankfort, attacked them with 
igor an 1 after a short fight defeated him, cap- 
turing two commissioned officers and privates. 
100 horses, between two and three thousand 
stand of arms, burned his camp and all his 
equipage, also all his stores and four wagon*. 
Col. Paxton did not lose a man. Maj. Powell 
particularly distinguished himself. 

New York, Nov. 29. 
A letter from Norfolk, Virginia, dated the 
26tb, says, yesterday Colonel Dodge and two 
battalions of his mounted rifles and one how- 
itzer had a spirited but brief engagement with 
the enemy on tbe Blackwater. 

Having no orders to cross, he could not pur- 
sue his advantages, and after driving the ene- 
mv back from the river returned to his post. 

^he only serious casualties on our side was 
the severely wounding of private Jones, be- 
longing to the battery. 

The enemy's fire was very heavv, and their 
force in the opposite woods and behind their 
entrenchments, strong, but they had no artil- 
lery at first, and our grape and cantfister trou- 
bled them. 

Thev evidently lost several men, for thev 
fought undercover and bad dense forest in their 
rear. After we had left four or five miles on 
our return we could hear tbe firing of a bat- 
tery which they had probabiy brought down 
from Ivery, where they have a heavy force 
stationed.

The explanation of it is tbe acid of 
the lruit that has been eaten has ao far softened 
the enamel of the tooth tuat the least pressure 
is felt by the small nerves which pervade tbe 
thin membrane which converts the enamel 
and the bony part of the tooth. Such an ef- 
fect cannot be produced without injuring the 
enamel. True, it will become hard again; 
when tbe acid has been removed by the fluids 
of tbe mouth, just as an egg softened in this 
way becoaees hard again by being put ia tha 
water. When the effect of sour fruit on the 
teeth subsides thev feel as well as ever, but they 
are not as well. And the oftener it is repeated 
Use sooner the disastrous consequences will be 
manifested.

In Falmouth great alarm was felt, especially 
by the Federals, many of whom left the place 
and have gone back into the country for safety. 

Fredcritkhburgaiipears utterly deserted anil 
last night not a light was visible in the whole 
city. The cam n at first indicated the presence 
of a considerable force in front. Since Friday 
the rebels have evielently received large ac- 
cessions to their forces in our front, and there 
is no doubt but that Lee and Longstreet are 
in our immediate vicinity. After the rebels 
have been driven from their present position, 
it is thought they will give battle again eight 
miles lieyotid the city.

Reports from Fortress Monroe have been re- 
ceived of a reconnoisance sent by Gen. Dix up 
the Peninsula as far as Chickahominy, cap- 
turing some rebels and obtaining valuable in- 
formation. 

St. Lons, Nov. 24 
The Democrat has information that the 
rebels are now bu.v fortifying Port Hudson, 
La., 150 miles above New Orleans. Tbe same 
engineer who laid out the works at Vickshurg 
has just completed a plan of fortifications at 
Port Hudson. 

Ten or twelve guns are now in position, and 
in two weeks from the present port Hudson 
will be as strong as Vickshurg, and provi 
serious bar to the ascent of Fairaguts fleet. 

The rebels are now runningsteamboats from 
Port Hudson to Lake Providence^ — distance 
more than 300 miles. They are also runninj 
boats on Red River bringing immense -iq 
plies of cattle from Texas and large quantities 
of salt from new salt works on Red River 
about 50 miles above its mouth. It is statec 
that these w orks produce Io,0oo bushels daily, 
all of which is sent east via of Vickshurg. 

One object of fortifying Port Hudson is to 
prevent the Federal forces from leaching these 
salt works. 

Gen. Schofield and Staff arrived here last 
night. The General's health though not fully 
rcotored is rapidly improving.

Gen. Mct'lernand's Mississippi expedition, 
it is said, will be ready to move by the 5th ot 
December. 

Gen. McClellan has written n note to the 
chairman of the committee on national affairs 
of the city council, declining the honor of a 
public reception and the hospitality of the 
city. 

Nashville, Nov. 24. 
There is a rebel brigade at Shelby ville under 
command of General Johnston. 

The Union men are making armed resist- 
ance to the conscription in several (tortious of 
Middle Tennessee. 

There arc ten thousand rebels at Tullahoma. 
It is rumored that the rebeb are bringing 
siege guns to Murfreesboro. The rebel force 
between Chattanooga and Murfreesboro is said 
to be sixty thousand. 

The rebels are running off their negroes and 
property south from Wilson county. 

It is said that four Pnion citizens were re- 
cently murdered in South county by cuerillai. 

New York, Nov. 24. 
An order was receive.! at Harrisburg on Sat- 
urday, from Washington, that no more substi- 
tutes in lieu of drafted men will be ac.-epted. 
The opinion is expressed that it will be coun- 
termanded, although this opinion is not gen- 
eral. 

A letter from St. John's river, Florida, re- 
ports the establishment of a colony of white ref- 
ugees at Pilottown by Commanejer Woodhiill. 
They ore all I 'nion men of Southern birth, who 
fleil from their homes to avoid rebel conscrip- 
tion. Six or seven hundred contrabands have 
been sent from the neighborhood to Port Royal 
or Fernaudo. All were runaways from servi- 
tude. 

New Yobk, Nov. 24. 
The steamer Ariel has arrived from Aspin- 
wnll with $1)42,000 in specie. 

The reports that Mosquera has entire rios- 
session of Antigonia arc confirmed. The 
lives and property of all persons who have 
la'en in arras were guaranteed and pass|>orU 
given to those who wished to leave. The 
civil war was about ended.

ARRIVAL e.K T1IK HTKAMKU ARABIA 

Cape Race, Nov. 24. 
The steamship Arabia, from Liverpool on 
the 15th and Queenstown on the lt ith, passed 
this point this morning, aud was boarded by 
the news-yacht. 

The F.nglish Government has dissented from 
the French proposal for mediation. The Lon- 
don Gazette publishes Karl Russell's official 
reply, dated Nov. 15. It recapitulates the cir- 
cular of Drouyn de L II u vs. proposing media- 
tion. It ree-ognizes tbe humane views and be- 
nevolent intentions of the Emjieror. objerc es 
that the concurrence of Russia would be ex- 
pressly desirable, but that up to the present 
time the Russian Government had not agreed 
to actively co-operate, although it may support 
the endeavors of England and France. 

Larl Russell then recommends the decision 
of her Majesty's Government as follows: 
After weighing all information received from 
America, the Government ■ leel to conclude 
that there is no ground at the present moment 
to hope that the Federal Cot eminent would 
accept the proposal suggested, and a refusal 
from Washington at the present time would 
prevent any speed v renewal of the offer of 
the Government, therefore he thinks it better 
to watch carefully the progress of opinion in 
America, and if, as the re ap|>ears reason to 
hope, it may be found to have undergone or 
may undergo any thange. the Government 
may then avail it -ell of such change to offer 
its friendly counsel with a greater prospect 
than now exist3 of its being accepted by two 
contending parties. Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment will communicate to the French Cov- 
ernment any intelligence they may receive 
from Washington or Richmond hearing on 
this important subject.
